Because the town 
was small we found It difficult to 
manage our booty so we carried It to 
an old cabin one mile or more west 
of there. 
Once there we pulled up 


the floor and burled the goods be- 
neath It. 


"Sunday we brought a sack of goods 


to town. It was valued at about $MO. 
We sold It to George Kurtz, a second- 
band dealer 
here, 
and divided the 


money. 
Shortly afterwards me and 


Smith were pinched." 


'The prisoner thfn narrated the me- 


thod* used, by himself and his cap- 
tain* at San Francisco and Chicago. 


• He stated that Zlfnmerman. Burns, 
Ryan and Smith received direct or- 
ders from headquarters telling them 
how and when to work. 


It Is understood, he even stated that 


the big "fence'*'« Ban Francisco jent 
out dally instructions to his men along 
the line telling them of valuable con- 
signments coming over the road to 
San Francisco, giving the number of 
the car and the division over which 
It was being hauled. 


This is even more than the officers 


looked for and exposes that will un-

It !s 
figured that the greatest portion of the

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THE CITY ELECTION 


A 


S the time draws near for the City election It will 


become manifest that suitable men for the position 


of Mayor and Councllmen will be hard tp find. This wilt 
be due not to lack of capable men. but to a disinclination 
o? many of our leading citizens to spare the time from their 
regular business to atend to the affairs of the city. It Is 
safe to say that the Interest** of Reno could safely be en- 
trusted to any five or six business men selected at random 
from the directory. Any man who Is competent to direct 
the affairs of a private corporation is amply qualified to 
administer the City's business in an economical manner. 


The Journal has questioned nearly every member of 


the present Council, and has. yet to* find a single one who 
is eager to again occupy a position on the board. This Is 
due, not so much to a desire to shirk the responsibility, 
but to the fact that many of them are sensitive to criti- 
cism and the task Is a thankless one at best. The present 
Council has performed Its duty, as a whole In an entirely 
satisfactory manner and we do not recall an Instance 
weherin those gentlemen have been the subject of strong 
criticism. 
It is true mistakes have occurred, but no 


taint of corruption has ever attached to any act of the 
Council so far as The Journal Is aware. For alleged sins 
of omission, it must be borne In mind the charter under 
which they have been working was woefully weak and 
deficient and to this fact may be attributed much of the 
failure to perform certain things greatly desired by the 
people as a whole. 


Notably is this the case in .the street Improvement. In 


this particular Reno Is very much to the bad. Our high- 
ways are In a deplorable condition. But when the Council 
lias attempted to remedy the defect it has Invariably been 
confronted by the fact that It was* powerless to enforce 
its ordinances, 
our property owners could at any time 


block work on a street by refusing to comply with the 
specification:* laid down by the Council and under the 
charter could not be compelled to obey. 


All this has been remedied and It Is morally certain that 


the coming year will see Reno well to the front with paved 
streets and other city improvements. 


PROFIT OF PACKERS 


T 


HE report of Commissioner Oarfleld Is cotnbatted by 


a statement made by Cuthbert Powell, commercial 


editor of the Kansas City Journal. He has figures of the 
work of a large western packing house for a year. The 
figures, he «nys. represent all grades coming to the plant 
during the year and are perfectly fair. As stated in a sum- 
mary of his report, the "average net profit to the packers. 
Instead of \i per cent on the price of the cattle, is 17.41 
a head, or 15 per cent on the price of the cattle, and this 
profit Is turned over every two to four weeks—12 to 24 
times a year." 
' 
*"" 


That conies much nearer the popular conception of the 


facts. Mr Garfleld ciphered the profit out at 99 cents a 
head. No such figures were obtained by the other Investi- 
gator. 


Mr. Powell further makes an estimate of the profits o£ 


the "combine" packing houses for the year, showing It 
was $17.727.412. This was equivalent to a profit of 43 per 
cent of the entire capital stock, water and all. 


In this connection It Is Interesting to note that an ex- 


planation of the Garfleld report has been put out which 
seems to relieve the commissioner from the charge of 
having walked Into the parlor of the packers. It Is stated 
the portion of his report published was really a summary 
from the books of the combine, while other portions which 
have not been made public show the matter In the correct 
light. The president. It Is stated, was not satisfied to have 
the partial report go in. but there was Insistence that 
something be furnished congress. Much of the remainder 
of the report contained matter that will be used by the 
law department In prosecuting the packers for their vio- 
lation of the law; consequently It could not be made pub- 
lic, and the partial report was therefore furnished to meet 
the demand made upon the executive department.

Washoe Deep Well Co. Will Blow Out 


Their 
Pipes Today Prepartory to 


Supplying the City. 


The Washoe Deep Well Company 


will start the first flow of water thro- 
ugh the main pipes of their new water 
system today. 


This Initial flow will be merely for 


the purpose of blowing out the ruit 
and dirt from the pipes and giving 
them a thorough teat. 


The main pipe of the system and 


several of the taps have all been laid 
and it is expected to supply the citi- 
zens with water before the end of this 
week. 


The water will be admitted to the 


pipes at a pressure of ninety pounds, 
which will give sufficient 
force to 


throw a stream over the top of the 
highest building in town. 


The huge water tank 
which will 


contain the city supply has Just been 
completed. 
It has a capacity of 100,- 


675 gallons and will be kept constantly 
filled with water. 


The well from which the water 's 


obtained has been sunk to a depth of 
sixty-five feet. 
The second flow of 


water was encountered at this depth. 
The water Is pure, clear and free from 
the alkaline taste that Is characteris- 
tic of the water of this section of the 
country. 


The well Is eight feet square. At 


present It is timbered to prevent cav- 
ing but the timbers will be replaced 
by first-class concrete this week.
